Hopefully  these  will  unfold  in  the  near  future  but  meanwhile  I  commend  this 
Yearbook  to  you  and  congratulate  Cheri  Hunter  in  particular  who  has  taken  the  lead 
in  putting  together,  along  with  the  talented  youngsters  who  assisted.

Just  a  few  words  to  say  what  a  wonderful  experience  the  Geography 
GCSE  Fieldwork  was  at  the  Bermuda  Biological  Station  for  Research 
was  this  year.  The  28  geographers  and  two  staff,  Ms  Shaw  and  Mr 
Fields,  spent  three  days  and  two  nights  working  hard  to  complete  the 
fieldwork  component  of  the  GCSE  Geography  course.  The  project  was 
to  compare  the  Physical  Features  and  Processes  of  North  and  South 
Shores  of  Bermuda.  The  BBSR  at  Ferry  Reach  was  our  base  where  we 
had  great  accommodation,  food  and  laboratory  facilities.

The  inaugural  Black  History  tour  comprised 
28  year  9  students  and  3  staff  and  was 
centred  on  the  heroes  and  events  of  the 
Underground  Railway,  (the  escape  route  for 
black  slaves  from  the  South  to  freedom  in 
Canada),  through  American  independence  to 
Civil  Rights  and  black  emancipation,  all  in  5 
days! 

Starting  at  the  Brandywine  battlefield  we 
visited  Quaker  meeting  houses  and  a  school, 
then  on  to  Cheyney  University,  the  first  black 
college,  and  to  Ben  Franklin's  Philadelphia 
including  the  Museum  of  Afro-American  Art. 
In  New  York  we  toured  the  Harlem  of 
Malcolm  X,  Ellis  Island,  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
and  the  Empire  State  building. 

The  highlights  were  a  wonderfully  dramatic 
enactment  of  the  life  of  Harriet  Tubman,  a 
backstage  tour  of  the  famed  Apollo  Theatre, 
and  a  performance  of  the  Lion  King  on 
Broadway.
